| What System May Mean to the Busy H ome-Maker 


ANY women who do their own 
housework do it with lLttle 
10 idea of system and thea 
wonder that they have so little freu 
time. This fact is not due to over- 
work. and does not call for a gener- 
ous amount of self-pity. but it 
call for the use of a little more 
matter in working out the problem. 

One woman writes me that she 
“works from 6 o'clock in morn- 
ing until 9 o'clock at night. but is 
never done —ithis with a small, sim- 
ply-furnished home. and only a hus- 
band and two children to look after. 
There is something radically wrong 
here, probably a lack of method, and 
it is small wonder that she is worn 
out ang discouraged. We call a med- 
ical man for our physical ills. Why 
not call a household engineer to help 
master defective housework meth- 
ods?” 

Though every. family has individ- 
ual*problems of its own, the main la- 
bor of gunning a house is much the 
same in the average household. de-
